Railways.—The Report on the Raiiways for the year ended 30th J une, 1916,. 
shows that the earnings amounted to £8,006,078, and were £389,567 
more than in the preceding year. The working expenses were £5,661,168, 
the balance being £2,344,910, or £39,561 in advance of 1914-15. After 
paying working expenses and interest on capital, there was a deficit of 
£223,749. The proportion of working expenses increased from 69-73 
to 70°71 per cent. The expenditure in respect of the extra cost of 
salaries and wages due to Wages Boards awards, and of the additional 
cost of materials (owing to war conditions) used during the year 
represent increases of £202,383 and £97,980 respectively, 

The volume of business was affected adversely by the abnormal con- 
ditions of war and by shortages in the carriage of live stock and wool. 
All other sources of earnings show satisfactory increases

Gold Production.—The gold yield during July was 6,311 oz. crude, equal to 
5,496 oz. fine, valued at £23,347, and showed a decrease of 7,217 oz. fine, 
and £30,656 in value, compared with J uly of last year. The value of gold 
preduced during the seven months was £229,230 and showed a decrease: 


of 28,470 oz. fine, and £120,935 in value, in the figures for the 
corresponding period of last year. 
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Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in July, 1916, prices were 33:6 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914, 5°3 per cent. higher than in July, 1915, and 1:7 
per cent, higher than in June, 1916. 

Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
July, 1916, 70°6 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 7:9 per 
cent. higher than in July, 1915, and 1°8 per cent. higher than in 
June, 1916. Milk, butter, cheese, potatoes, onions, coffee, flour, sago, 
raisins, and currants increased in price, while decreases occurred in 
the prices of bacon, ham, oatmeal, and eggs. 

As regards meat, all cuts of mutton advanced in price, but beef and 
pork remained at the prices prevailing the preceding month.

Land Selections.—During July, 61 applications were made for 35,350 
acres under the Crown Lands Act; and 157,355 acres, representing 
167 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement, which includes 
areas set apart for returned soldiers. Since the beginning of the year 
the number of applications has been 671, and the area applied for 
326,100 acres. ‘The original area gazetted for residential settlement 
since the Ist January is 1,184,012 acres, representing 1,397 blocks. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during July was satisfactory in almost every 
district of the State ; in some divisions the total falls were exceptionally 
heavy. The extensive area lying between the mountains and the South 
Australian border benefited most substantially, with records in every 
instance above the average. In the north-western districts, to the 
Queensland borders, the totals were even greater, the falls at some 
stations being fivefold compared with the normal. The principal storms 
were monsoonal, and generally approached from the west, with the 
result that the precipitation, although more copious than usual over the 
southern and central tablelands, was not specially favourable to the 
districts east of the watershed. Useful and substantial rains occurred 
in that area, however, but the falls received throughout the coastal 
districts were on the whole below the average. 


The temperature registered over the greater part of New South 
Wales was mild, but in some places severe frosts were experienced,

Vital Statisties—Sydney and Suburbs—July, 1916.—The births registered. 
numbered 1,815, equal to 28°56 per 1,000 of population ; of the total, 
924 were males and 891 females. The rate is 3 per cent. below the 
average of the previous five years. 


The deaths numbered 761, namely, 408 males and 353 females, equal 
to a rate of 12-00 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is 3:3 per 
cent. below the average of the previous five years. The deaths were 
below the average in all age-groups. 


The infantile mortality was 71 per 1,000 births, being 1:4 per cent. 
above the average for July of the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.— According to returns supplied by the several 
d Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
July, 514 new buildings ; the total for the seven months, January to 
July, being 3,287.
